YT really begun on the 
I morning of  Sunduy, 

Junuary 23, three days 
after my birthday. 


For the first time since 
we arrived from the Hum- 
ber to fish 60 miles off 
Ieeland’s North Cape the 
night had passed without a 
gale warning. 


Weather wi quite good, 


Lorella and Roderi#o, — the 
wo trawlers that were. lost, 
were about 30 iniles from me. 
None of us would have been 
there in the old days before the 
Iceland Government begin to 
claim the whole sweep of their 
big bays as territorial waters; 
we would have ‘been much 
closer in, iearer safety, 


Gear lashed 


UITE suddenly the wind 
fob up. We just managed 
to get our gear Jashed before 
we felt the full force of a gale, 
with visibility betwoen nil and 
50 yards. Now there 1s only 
one thing to do In a situation 
Uke that, when there is no 
chance of reaching shelter, We 
trawlermen coll it dodging — 
moving slowly ahead into the 
wind. 


We could not tum; to be 
broadside im such seas would 
mean capsizing. Go too slow 
and wo would lose steerage 
way; go too fast and we would 
increase the spray and waves 
pouting over the ship. 


In the next threa days, 
thaugh I was using cnough ¢en—- 
fine revolutions to drive the 
Zircon at 12 knots in good 
weather, I moved 60 miles and 
most of that sideways!
